Consequently, when we come to a campaign of this 
kind it is the Church’s business, or the business of 
those who represent the Church, only to point out 
some of the principles which should guide our action. 
I want to speak of three. 

1. Keep your head. To read some of the papers and 
to hear some of the talk, one would suppose not only 
that we are dealing in this campaign with very funda- 
mental and important political and economic matters 
but also that our whole national life, our integrity and 
security of every kind is at stake. To read many party 
utterances, from major and minor parties alike, one 
would suppose this is the final death struggle of 
Americanism. But it is amusing, as well as sobering, 
to realize that all parties alike claim that theirs is the 
— American way. A Christian ought to keep his

2. Keep your temper. One of the saddest features of 
the present campaign is the hysterical bad temper which 
many people are showing. A Christian, above all 
others, ought to be good-tempered, courteous and con- 
siderate of political opponents. There is no place for 
such a thing as angry, vituperative, malicious condem- 
nation. Even the worst politician of an opposing party 
has people who think he is great. Hitler and Mussolini 
are genuinely adored by many people. The scale of 
values of many politicians is not ours but most of 
them are trying to do their job well. Let us, therefore, 
in our discussion of campaign matters, avoid the petty, 
the personal, the malicious and talk as Christians 
should. 

3. Keep your vision. The Christian, as I have said so 
many times, ought to approach all political and eco- 
nomic questions, as every other question in life, from 
the Christian point of view. He should know definitely 
that he must vote not for his own profit but for the 
common welfare and for all those things which may 
help us along a little, even if ever so little, toward a 
society which is more like the Kingdom of God. He 
should think through what he is voting for. He should 
think through to the ultimate meaning of the more or 
less transient and insignificant measures which are at 
the forefront. Always his ideal, the Kingdom of God, 
ought to count.

Music is praise, Perfect unity in choral song has 
probably an unconscious influence upon most wor- 
shippers.

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Report Upon Assessments and Pledges 
By Frederic M. Lee 


The total assessments were $15,481; payments to 
June 30, $6,519.25; hence parishes and missions are in 
arrears on assessments $8,961.75. 

Receipts from parishes and missions on pledges, 
$13,040; Sunday Schools, $1,835.53; total, $14,875.73. 
Of the amount received from Sunday Schools I can not 
tell at this time exactly how much will be used by the 

arishes on their pledges. Hitherto we have estimated 
8600 of the total as direct offering for missions. If the 
same amount applies this year then the total payment 
on pledges to June 30 is $14,275.73 and since half the 
ee ($29,571.55) is $14,785.77 it shows that the 

iocese is well up to date on payment of pledges. 

The parishes and missions marked (*) have defi- 
nitely used the Sunday School offerings to help out 
the parochial pledges.

Plan Reorganization of National 
Church 

A committee for the reorganization 
of the National Council, of which 
Bishop George Craig Stewart of Chi- 
cago is chairman, has submitted a re- 
port with the following three sugges- 
tions: That Washington, D. C., be 
designated as the see city for the pre- 
siding bishop; that the president of 
the National Council be administra- 
tive head of the Church, distinct from 
the office of the presiding bishop; and 
that the president of the National 
Council be elected by the council, 
rather than by General Convention. 
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Senior Bishop of Church Dies 

The Rt. Rev. Lemuel H. Wells, the 
senior bishop of the Episcopal Church 
and one of the oldest in the entire 
Anglican Communion, died in Ta- 
coma, Washington, on March 28. 
Bishop Wells left a home of wealth 
and culture in Yonkers, New York, in 
1871 to come to the West as a pioneer 
missionary. Small of stature, he was 
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great of soul and his very voice and 
personality seemed to radiate spir- 
ituality. As a missionary priest and 
later as first missionary bishop of Spo- 
kane (1892), he built twenty-six 
churches, three schools and two hos- 
pitals, besides inspiring the erection 
of many more, Although he retired in 
1913 he has founded and re-awakened 
several parishes since and was active 
until the day of his death at 95, re- 
spected and beloved by all.
